Cyclone dust collecting apparatus for a vacuum cleaner 1 includes a cyclone body 20 and a separate, 
removable, contaminant receptacle 30. The cyclone body 20, which is fixed to a fan motor portion of the 
vacuum cleaner body, separates contaminants from air drawn into the cleaner body. The cyclone body 20 
has a contaminant outlet (26, Fig 3) through which the contaminants are discharged. The contaminant 
receptacle is removably coupled to a lower side of the cyclone body 20 and receives the contaminants 
through a contaminant inlet (33 Fig 3) that is aligned with the contaminant outlet (26 Fig 3) of the cyclone 
body. Since the contaminant receptacle 30 is removable from the cyclone body 20, it is a smaller, lighter 
and easier unit for the user to handle. 
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(57) Cyclone dust collecting apparatus for a vacuum cleaner 1 includes a cyclone body 20 and a separate, 
removable, contaminant receptacle 30.
